The Following Statement is Issued 


from the Calgary Office of the Al 
berta Wheat Pool. 


Following a meeting of the dele- 
gates gf the Alberta Wheat Pool 
the Boa of Directors announce a 
modification of the growers’ con- 
tract and a new policy of operation 
effective from July 16, 1931, to the 
end of the present contract covering 
the marketing of the crops of 1931 
and 1932. 


Every member will be given the 
option:- 

q) Of delivering his wheat on 
Pool basis, accepting the prevailing 
initial payment, and _ participating 
in any future payments which may 
accrue from the pooling thereof; or 

(2) Of disposing of his grain 
under any of the methods provided 
by the Canada Grain Act and obtain- 
ing full current market price for 
same. Any portion of a member's 
grain may be pooled or any portion 
sold outrigt for cash. 

The new policy comes into effect 
immediately and members are now 
at liberty to select the above-men- 
‘tioned options for the disposal of 
any grain from the 1930 crop which 
has not already been marketed, as 
well as the new crop. 


The adoption of this policy means |

that the Alberta Pool, 
ciation, foregoes its right under the 
contract to insist that the member 
deliver all or any portion of his 
wheat on a pooling basis, at the 


his grain handled through his own 
facilities and to pool any portion of 
hig wheat he may see fit to pool. 
Definite assurance is given that 
no deduction for elevator reserve, 
commercial reserve, or for re-pay- 
ment to apply on the 1929 over-pay-

mediate sale during the 1931 crop 
year. Satisfactory arrangements 
have been agreed upon with the 
Government of Alberta for the~re- 
payment over a period of years of 
the 1929 over-payment. This 
makes it possible for the Alberta 
Pool to carry on this year without 
taking deductions for same from the 
1931 crop. 

The extremely low price of the 
grain together with the urgent need 
for cash =throughout’ the country 
makes it imperative that the grower 
get every possible cent for his pro- 
duct, hence the decision not to take 
deductions. 

The coarse grains pool will not be 
operated this year, but coarse grains 
will be handled by the pool elevator 
system on a commercial basis, full 
cash payment being made for game 
as during the past year.

A decision of importance to ‘sett 
lers in the (C. P. R, irrigation block 
was handed down by Police Mag 
strate A. G. Bond .in the Bassand 
court house Monday morning, July 
20, when Gilbert. Lewis, of Rose- 
mary, was fined $25 and costs for 
grazing horses on unfenced land he 
did not own or lease. 

The accused has been = gtazing 
horses on thig unfenched and un- 
leased land for a number of years, 
and at the time the charge was laid 
he had about 170 head on this open 
range. He does not own or lease 
any land in the district. The 
court held that since he is neither a 
lease holder nor a settler he had 
no right to graze horses on this 
land, and therefore was guilty, 


The decision of the court affords 
a measure of protection to settlers 
on the project who desire to use 
neighboring unfenced land for 
grazing purposes but who cannot 
afford to lease the land. | 

In past years other stock, such as, 
that owned by Mr. Lewis, and 
others who are not bona-fide sett- 
lers, has been grazing on this land 
and eating the grasg that the sett- 
ler hoped would be reserved for 
his own stock. This eating off of 
the unfenced pastures worked a 
hardship on the settlers who have 
been trying to branch out into the 
stock raising industry.

The largest yield. of white sweet 
clover seed in the history of the 
district ig expected in the C. P. R. 
eastern irrigation section this year. 
Officials of the irrigation investiga- 
tion branch of the C. P. R, D. N. R. 
at Brooks are now inspecting the 
fields, and they report many excel- 
lent stands and a large acreage. 
The sweet clover is being grown by 


farmers in ali sectiong of the irri-- 


gation block, but the largest acre- 
age is found in the Bow Slope and 
Duchess districts. In the whole 
project there is a total of about 500 
acres in sweet clover. 

This, it is estimated will yield 
from ten to fifteen carloads of clover 
seed, and return from $30 to $100 an 
acre, depending upon the yield and 
quality. 

The clover seed will be handled 
and marketed by the Grimm Alfalfa 
Seed Growers Association at Brooks.

Line Speeded Up 


Expect Provincial Part of System 
Will be Ready for Operation Late 
This Year; Poles Being Rrected | 


With two contractors working. 
steadily on the east section between 
Calgary and the Saskatchewan 
boundary at the present time, and | 
the section from Gleichen to Medi- 
cine Hat completed with ‘Trans- 
Canada standard” poles and three! 
pairs of copper wires, it is expected | 
that the-Alberta section of the! 
Trans-Canada telephone system will} 
be completed before the end of the 
year, The Albertan learned from | 
local officials of the Alberta Gov- 
ernment Telephones Monday. 

The poles have been erected from 
Calgary to Gleichen, and from Medi-! 
cine Hat to within a few miles of! 
the Saskatchewan border, and it is | 
expected that these portions, com:| 
pleteing the eastern section in this | 
province, will be completed with | 
wires strung in a very short time. 

As soon as the eastern section has 
been completed, work will be start- 
ed on the section running from Cal- 
gary to Macleod, and from Macleod | 
west to Blairmore and the British 
Columbia boundary. 

So far, very little work hag been 
done on the western section, al- 
though the poles were erectéd fects 
Calgary to Okotoks, and from a 
miles north of Nanton ! 
to Macleod, and only the stringing 
of the six copper wires remains to 


complete a large portion of this 
section. 


The section from Macleod west to 
the boundary is staked, but aside 
from a short distance about two 
miles each side of Bhairmore, all 
the heavy work remains to be done 
on this section. 

Work is being speeded up on the 
Alberta section of the system by the 
use of a special tension machine de- 
vised by the contractors for the 
stringing of wires, local officials 
pointed out. 

Arrangements were made last fall 
with the various systems across the 
Dominion to have the line from 
coast to coast in operation by the 
end of 1931, and every effort is be- 
ing made by the Alberta Govern-. 
ment Telephones to meet this ar-| 
rangement.
